Both prelates were emphatic 
in their complete den u n ciation 
of Prof. Metzger’s idea th at di­ 
v orce u pon a plea of mu tu al con ­ 
sen t—with a six m on ths’ in terim 
before gran tin g of the decree— 
wou ld en d perju y an d su bterfu ge 
in div orce cou rts an d make for 
happier liv es afterward.

OF MOVIE FAME 
IS FOUND DEAD 


T u r n t o P a g e F 
i v e 
lo wed a p arty in Arbu ckle’s su ite 
in a San Francisco ho tel. 
His retirem ent fro m the mo v ie 
sp o tlight in 1921, was his friends 
insisted, p u rely v o lu ntary , al­ 
tho u gh 
Param o u nt 
p ictu res, 
which had him u nder co ntract, 
anno u nced that films featu ring 
him and co sting $5 00,000 had 
been scrap p ed. 
The scandal which erased him 
as a co median-star, when his 
p o p u larity was 
v ast and had 
sho wed no signs o f waning, was 
o ccasio ned by the death o f Vir­ 
ginia Rap p e, a mo v ie actress, 
after a drinking p arty at a Saif 
Francisco ho tel. He and sev eral 
o ther mo v ie celebrities were at 
the p arty . 
A mu rder charge was 
filed 
against him and later the grand 
ju ry retu rned an indictment ac­ 
cu sing him o f manslau ghter. He 
was #tried three times o n this 
charge, the first two trials re­ 
su lting in 
disagreements, 
the 
last in acq u ittal. 
Altho u gh he was 
reinstated 
by the indu stry in 1922, p ro tests 
fro m wo men’s clu bs and o ther 
o rganizatio ns which v o iced their 
disap p ro v al o f his ap p earance in 
any mo re co medies cau sed him 
to withdraw, and he tu rned to 
p ictu re directing u nder an as­ 
su med name. Fro m that he went 
to the cafe entertainm ent field 
in Chicago . That was in 
1923. 
A y ear later he signed a co n­ 
tract to make a y ear’s to u r o f 
the Pantages circu it. Engaged in 
v ario u s cap acities fro m 1924 u n­ 
til late in 1932, mo stly o bscu re 
stage, wo rk where his name was 
no t 
mentio ned 
in 
su fficient 
p ro minence to cau se general dis­ 
ap p ro v al, Arbu ckle finally es­ 
say ed a co meback in the films 
u nder the W arner banner. 
His emp lo y ers anno u nced that 
his first effo rt wo u ld be fo llo wed 
by o thers. Recently he was at 
wo rk at eastern stu dio s o n o th­ 
ers o f the schedu le talking p ic­ 
tu res which featu red him. 
Arbu ckle was married three 
times. His first wife, Araminta 
Du rfee, he married in Lo s An­ 
geles in 1908. They were div o rced 
in 1925. He married Do ris Deane 
in Lo s Angeles the same y ear, 
so me three mo nths after the di­ 
v o rce, and the seco nd married 
lasted u ntil 1929 when a div o rce 
was granted her. 
His third wife, no w his wido w, 
he married J une 21, 1932, in 


Erie, Pa. She is Addie McPhail 
Arbu ckle, 27 -y ear-o ld actress. 
The Ho lly wo o d mo v ie reco rds 
sho w that the fat co median was 
bo rn in San Jo se, Calif., in 18 8 7, 
altho u gh at o ne time Smith Cen­ 
ter, Kas., claimed him as a na­ 
tiv e 
so n. He 
was 
reared 
in 
So u thern Califo rnia, sp ending a 
go o d deal o f his early life at 
Santa Ana where his mo ther is 
bu ried.
